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"|"HE  interests  of  THE  YORKSHIRE  MUSEUM  are  primarily 
devoted  to  Natural  History  and  Archaeology.  Its  fine 
collections  cater  not  only  for  the  general  public,  but  also  for  specialist 
students  in  these  two  branches  of  cultural  activity. 

The  Keeper  would  be  interested  to  hear  at  all  times  of  collections, 
large  or  small,  which  other  institutions  or  private  persons  may 
have  for  disposal,  and  which  could  be  used  to  extend  the  educational 
facilities  already  afforded  the  archaeologist,  systematist  and 
biologist  at  THE  YORKSHIRE  MUSEUM. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL 

OF  THE 

YORKSHIRE  PHILOSOPHICAL  SOCIETY 

FOR  1954. 


During  1954  substantial  progress  has  been  reported.  The  most  important 
event  has  been  the  revision  of  the  laws  of  the  Society,  which  takes  into  account 
the  legal  position  under  which  the  Society  is  maintained. 

In  the  Museum,  four  of  the  late  twelfth  century  figures  from  St.  Mary’s 
Abbey,  and  one  early  fourteenth  century  figure  have  been  brought  up  into 
the  central  hall  where,  for  the  first  time  for  125  years,  they  can  be  properly 
seen.  The  completion  of  the  scheme  has  been  delayed  by  structural  damage  to. 
the  roof,  and  your  Council  is  awaiting  an  architect’s  report  on  its  state. 

In  1828,  seven  statues  of  Prophets  and  Evangelists  were  found  buried 
face  downwards  under  a  cross  wall  in  the  south  aisle  of  the  nave  of  the  Abbey 
Church,  and  three  others  were  recovered  during  the  nineteenth  century  from  the 
churchyard  wall  of  St.  Lawrence,  York,  and  the  parapet  of  a  bridge  at  Clifton. 
These  had  probably  been  removed  from  St.  Mary’s  Abbey  during  the  seven¬ 
teenth  and  eighteenth  centuries  when  licences  were  granted  for  using  the 
monastery  as  a  stone  quarry. 

The  Society  has  been  fortunate  to  recover  three  more  statues  from  the 
late  twelfth  century  series  from  St.  Mary’s  Abbey,  York.  These  figures,  two 
of  which  were  standing  figures  and  the  third  a  seated  Madonna,  probably  from 
the  central  figure  of  the  series,  were  purchased  for  an  American  Art  Gallery 
from  a  London  dealer.  The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Export  of  Works  of 
Art  gave  the  Yorkshire  Museum  the  opportunity  of  purchasing  them,  and, 
thanks  to  very  substantial  help  from  the  Pilgrim  Trust  and  the  National 
Art-Collections  Lund,  and  help  from  private  subscribers  all  over  the  country 
the  £4,400  necessary  was  raised.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  history"  of  these 
statues  between  leaving  York,  possibly  over  a  hundred  years  ago,  and  their 
appearance  in  London,  is  unknown,  and  any  evidence  on  this  matter  would  be 
most  welcome. 

Two  temporary  exhibitions  in  the  Museum  have  been  arranged.  In  March 
an  exhibition  of  photographs  of  the  Royal  Tombs  at  Westminster  Abbey  was 
lent  by  the  Arts  Council,  and  later  in  the  year  an  exhibition  of  York  Silver 
was  arranged,  largely  with  the  help  of  Mr.  William  Lee. 

A  public  subscription  to  purchase  the  finds  from  the  excavations  of  the 
Roman  Cemetery  in  Trentholme  Drive  by  Mr.  L.  P.  Wenham,  has  been  entirely 
successful,  and  this  important  evidence  is  now  preserved  at  the  Museum. 

Work  has  advanced  on  the  new  archaeological  gallery,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
it  will  soon  be  completed. 

The  excavations  in  St.  Mary’s  Abbey  have  produced  new  evidence  concern¬ 
ing  the  earlier  nave,  and  have  added  to  our  collections  a  very  fine  late  Saxon 
pin  of  gilded  bronze,  an  important  native  pot  in  the  Iron  Age  tradition,  along 
with  third  century  Roman  wares,  and  the  arm  of  a  small  Roman  figure.  Thanks 
are  again  due  to  the  many  helpers  who  have  assisted. 

No  reappointments  of  honorary  curators  were  made  this  year,  but  the 
thanks  of  the  Society  are  due  to  Miss  Rob  for  her  work  on  the  herbarium,  and 
to  Mr.  Arthur  Smith  and  the  Rev.  Basil  Kitchen  for  their  work  on  the  insect 
collections.  The  thanks  of  the  Society  are  also  due  to  the  Honorary  Treasurer, 
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Mr.  J.  E.  Mummery,  for  the  unrewarding  task  of  wrestling  with  the  Society’s 
accounts,  and  to  the  Honorary  Secretary  for  her  untiring  aid. 

In  July  the  Royal  Entomological  Society  held  their  Annual  Conference 
in  the  Yorkshire  Museum,  and  in  June  the  Mystery  Plays  were  again  performed 
in  our  Gardens  before  large  and  appreciative  audiences. 

The  membership  of  the  Society  shows  an  increase,  and  now  stands  at  465, 
which  is  the  largest  number  for  over  20  years. 

Work  has  progressed  on  the  new  Prehistoric  Room  on  the  ground  floor, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  this  gallery  will  be  reopened  in  time  for  the  Annual  General 
Meeting.  In  the  Hospitium  all  the  cases  have  been  repainted  in  light  colours, 
and  the  improved  appearance  of  the  gallery  is  very  noticeable. 

The  thanks  of  the  Society  are  again  due  to  the  Carnegie  Trust  for  the  second 
instalment  of  the  grant  of  £750.  The  Carnegie  Trustees  have  expressed 
themselves  as  well  satisfied  with  the  use  made  of  this  grant. 

One  of  the  most  disquieting  features  of  the  year  is  the  deficit  of  £1,408 
in  our  normal  income  and  expenditure  account,  though  this  is  partially  offset 
by  the  extraordinary  income  derived  from  the  Mystery  Plays.  This  excess  of 
expenditure  over  income  is  nothing  new.  In  1926  the  excess  of  expenditure 
over  income  was  £438,  and  year  after  year  income  has  been  less  than  expendi¬ 
ture. 

The  Museum  has  never  had  sufficient  staff.  In  a  Museum  the  size  of  the 
Yorkshire  Museum  it  is  clearly  beyond  the  scope  of  any  one  man  to  cope  with 
the  collections.  Sir  Mortimer  Wheeler  summed  it  all  up  in  1938  as  follows: — 
“I  must  emphasise  ....  the  entirely  impossible  position  of  the  Yorkshire 
Museum  at  the  present  time.  The  collections  are  of  known  value,  but  they 
have  never  received  the  curatorship  which  their  value  demands.  In  making 
this  comment  I  do  not  reflect  on  the  ability  of  Dr.  Collinge,  who  is  saddled 
with  an  impossible  task  in  the  absence  of  properly  qualified  assistance.  The 
collection  is  one  which  demands  the  services  of  a  curator  and  two  aualified 
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assistants.” 

But  the  Society  is  still  one  of  the  richest  in  the  country  and  is  in  a  similar 
situation  to  that  in  which  other  societies  have  found  themselves  in  the  last 
100  years.  The  solution  has  always  been  the  same,  and  there  are  so  many 
precedents  in  which  the  outcome  has  been  entirely  successful  for  the  Museum 
and  the  Society  concerned,  that  similar  changes  here  would  be  of  the  greatest 
benefit  both  to  the  City  and  the  Society,  and  should  have  the  careful  considera¬ 
tion  of  your  Council.

Meteorology. — -Statistics  of  Station:  Longtitude  1°  5'  W. ;  Latitude  53°  57'  N. ; 
height  above  mean  sea  level,  56  feet. 

Rainfall.  Rain  or  snow  fell  to  the  amount  of  30.47  inches  as  against 
18.18  inches  for  the  year  1953,  an  increase  of  12.29  inches  and  6.08  inches 
above  the  average  of  24.39  inches  for  the  preceding  50  years.  The  wettest 
months  were  August  7.18  inches  and  November  4.47  inches.  The  driest  months 
were  April,  .22  inch  and  January,  1.36  inches.  The  heaviest  fall  of  the  year 
occurred  on  15th  August  when  1.65  inches  were  recorded. 

Temperature.  Temperature  ranged  from  80°F.  on  12th  May  and  1st 
September,  to  20°  F.  on  2nd  February;  the  range  of  temperature  for  1954 
being  60°  F.  against  68°  F.  for  1953.  The  mean  temperature  for  the  year 
(mean  of  max.  and  min.)  was  48.8°  F.  against  50.2°  F.  for  1953.  July  and 
August  gave  the  highest  mean  of  58.3°  F.  then  June  with  56.7°  F.  February 
and  January  were  lowest  with  36.0°  F.  and  37.5°  F.  respectively. 

Barometer.  A  mean  pressure  of  1011.8  millibars  (29.88  inches)  (1000 
millibars  =  29.53  inches  of  mercury  at  M.S.L.  (Corrected  for  diurnal  variations)) 
has  been  recorded  as  against  1018.1  millibars  (30.07)  inches  for  1953.  April 
gave  the  highest  mean  with  1023.9  millibars  (30.24  inches)  and  March  the 
lowest  with  1007.0  millibars  (29.74  inches).  The  highest  reading  of  the  baro¬ 
meter  of  1037.0  millibars  (30.62  inches)  was  taken  on  2nd  January,  and  the 
lowest  960.6  millibars  (28.37  inches)  on  9th  December.  The  extreme  range 
was,  therefore,  76.4  millibars  (2.25  inches)  as  compared  with  72.6  millibars 
(2.15  inches)  in  1953.  All  readings  corrected  to  M.S.L. 

Winds.  Observations  of  winds  at  9  a.m.,  G.M.T.,  show  that  during  1954 
“strong’’  winds  (force  4-8  Beaufort  Scale)  were  recorded  on  87  days  against 
58  days  in  1953.  The  winds  observed  were  W.  71;  S.W.  67;  S.  64;  N.W.  62; 
S.E.  39;  N.  29;  N.E.  21;  E.  12. 

Thunder,  Snow  and  Hail.  Thunder  was  heard  on  13  days  against  12  days 
in  1953;  snow  fell  on  14  days  against  10  days,  and  hail  was  recorded  on  1  day 
as  against  3  days  the  previous  year. 

Sunshine.  Sunshine,  recorded,  at  Bootham  School,  amounted  to  1141.0 
hours  as  against  1343.6  hours  in  1953,  a  decrease  of  202.6  hours.

THE  NORTH-WESTERN  APPROACH  TO  ROMAN  YORK 

By  H.  G.  Ramm 

A  road  linking  York  with  one  or  both  of  the  two  great  Roman  routes  to 
the  north  existed  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Ouse.  The  traditional  view  of  its 
approach  to  the  Fortress  was  thus  expressed  by  Codrington,  “Another  road 
left  York  by  what  is  now  Bootham  Bar”.  This  was  not,  however,  the  only  or 
main  road.  We  have  now  clear  evidence  of  a  second  road,  making  not  for  the 
N.W.  gate  on  the  site  of  Bootham  Bar  but  passing  the  west  angle  of  the  Fortress 
and  along  its  S.W.  side  to  the  Porta  Praetoria  and  the  river  crossing.  In  a  like 
manner  it  is  possible  that  the  road  from  Petuaria  did  not  make  direct  for  the 
S.E.  gate  but  also  passed  along  the  S.W.  side  of  the  Fortress  to  the  Porta 
Praetoria.  Thus  through  traffic  would  not  have  to  go  through  the  Fortress 
and  the  main  gate  would  give  access  to  the  three  major  routes  out  of  York. 

The  evidence  of  a  second  road  was  first  discovered  in  1893  when  sewage 
operations  revealed  a  24  foot  metalled  road  in  Water  End,  Clifton,  opposite 
the  entrance  to  the  Homestead  Gardens.  The  late  Canon  Raine,  however, 
interpreted  the  find  as  part  of  the  road  leaving  the  site  of  Bootham  Bar,  of 
which  road  remains  had  in  that  same  year  been  discovered  in  Bootham.  The 
resulting  diversion  of  this  road  passed  under  the  lodge  of  St.  Peter’s  School 
and  cutting  across  the  Avenue  and  Burr  Dike,  where  some  concrete  foundations 
had  been  found  in  the  bed  of  the  stream,  passed  under  Clifton  Croft  to  link 
up  with  the  Water  End  find.  (Yorks.  Phil.  Soc.  Ann.  Rep.  1893,  p.8;  Ordnance 
Survey  Namebook  174  N.W.,  plan,  6,  p.137). 

This  deviation,  not  unreasonable  in  that  it  followed  a  ridge  of  higher 
ground  and  avoided  the  low-lying  part  of  Clifton,  was  however  rejected  by  the 
Ordnance  Survey  in  1928  as  the  result  of  the  find  in  that  year  of  a  suspected 
Roman  street  in  the  garden  of  the  School  for  the  Blind.  (J.R.S.,  XVIII, 
plate  XI,  site  XI).  Ordnance  Survey  with  the  authority  of  S.  N.  Miller  now 
postulated  two  roads:—  one  the  orthodox  road  along  Bootham,  the  other 
running  direct  from  Water  End  via  the  foundations  in  the  Burr  Dike  to  the 
School  for  the  Blind.  The  purpose  of  this  road  was  not  clear  since  it  would 
end  abruptly  at  the  Fortress  moat.  In  1929  the  separation  of  the  Water  End 
and  Bootham  roads  seemed  to  be  confirmed  by  the  finding  of  road  metal  on 
Clifton  Green. 

The  new  course  of  Ordnance  Survey  ignored  two  pieces  of  evidence.  First 
the  alignment  of  the  road  as  found  in  Water  End,  although  vaguely  described 
was  certainly  not  such  as  would  bring  it  on  to  the  gardens  of  the  Blind  School. 
Secondly,  the  site  of  this  find  happened  to  lie  on  a  now  obsolete  parish  boundary. 
Not  only  was  the  line  suggested  by  the  boundary  consistent  with  the  description 
given  of  the  general  direction  of  the  road  as  then  found,  but  its  connection 
with  the  road  was  made  even  more  certain  by  the  curious  accident  that  in 
laying  out  the  boundary  first  one  side  of  the  road  had  been  used  and  then 
the  other,  causing  an  offset  in  the  boundary  line  in  Water  End  of  a  width  of 
24  feet,  exactly  the  width  of  the  road  as  found  in  1893.  This  boundary  gives 
the  course  of  the  road  for  some  525  yards  and  it  is  at  once  clear  that  it  will 
not  fit  in  with  either  Canon  Raine’s  or  the  Ordnance  Survey’s  1928  scheme. 
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To  test  this  line  and  to  find  out  whether  it  continued  or  deviated  towards 
the  N.W.  gate  a  trial  trench  was  dug  by  Mr.  J.  Howat  and  boys  from  St.  Peter’s 
School  some  770  feet  beyond  the  end  of  the  parish  boundary  on  the  St.  Peter’s 
School  playing  fields.  Although  not  very  satisfactory  in  some  respects  this 
excavation  did  prove  the  existence  of  the  road  here.  That  the  road  continued 
on  this  alignment  at  least  as  far  as  St.  Mary’s  Abbey  is  confirmed  by  the  position 
of  the  Abbey’s  main  gate  full  upon  the  line  and  by  a  mediaeval  reference  to 
the  gift  to  the  abbey  of  a  street  enclosed  with  a  ditch.  The  present  bridle 
path  from  Marygate  to  Clifton  is  the  direct  descendent  of  the  Roman  road. 
Some  of  its  meandering  is  comparatively  recent.  In  the  18th  century,  for 
example,  it  left  Marygate  directly  opposite  the  abbey  gateway  and  not  as  now 
several  yards  to  the  south.  The  deterioration  in  the  status  of  the  road  as 
compared  to  Bootham  is  probably  due  to  its  blockage  by  the  establishment 
of  the  abbey. 

Detailed  Course  of  Road  A. 

The  known  course  of  this  road  begins  at  a  point  on  the  lane  from  Shipton 
Road  to  Clifton  Ings  immediately  behind  the  Homestead  Gardens,  National 
Grid  reference,  SE/  5893  5309.  Thence  it  ran  on  a  bearing  of  139  degrees 
across  the  Gardens,  through  the  main  entrance,  across  Water  End  where 
it  was  found  24  feet  wide  at  a  depth  of  18  inches,  until  it  reaches  the  outbuildings 
of  Clifton  Croft.  Here  on  a  view  point  at  point  SE/  5912  5287  there  is  a  slight 
change  in  direction  onto  a  bearing  of  136  degrees.  On  this  line  it  continues 
just  under  the  S.W.  side  of  Clifton  Croft  and  its  outbuildings,  and  behind  the 
gardens  of  the  houses  on  the  N.E.  side  of  Westminster  Road,  across  Green 
Cliffe  Drive  and  the  Avenue,  near  which  it  also  crosses  the  Burr  Dike.  It 
then  crossed  St.  Peter’s  School  Rugby  field  and  was  found  N.W.  of  the  school 
swimming  baths.  This  line  continued  would  pass  under  Queen  Anne  School 
and  through  St.  Mary’s  Abbey  Gateway.  In  the  Museum  Gardens  it  may 
have  turned  slightly  east  to  follow  the  natural  terrace  above  the  river  which 
would  take  it  past  the  Multangular  Tower  to  the  S.W.  gate  in  St.  Helen’s  Square 
approximately  along  the  line  of  the  modem  Lendal. 

North  from  the  Homestead  the  line  would  continue  through  the  grounds 
of  Clifton  Hospital  to  cross  the  beck  about  100  yards  south  of  Blue  Bridge  on 
the  Shipton  Road.  North  of  the  beck  its  metalling  is  visible  when  the  field 
is  being  ploughed.

In  addition  to  road  A  it  is  clear  that  a  road  did  leave  the  Fortress  on  the 
site  of  Bootham  Bar  and  that  its  line  is  represented  by  the  modem  Bootham 
as  far  as  Burton  Stone  Lane.  Apart  from  inherent  probability  and  such  evidence 
as  the  straightness  of  the  modem  road,  its  use  by  now  obsolete  parish  boun¬ 
daries  (see  1852  5  ft.  =  1  mile,  O.S.  plan),  and  its  importance  in  early  mediaeval 
times,  all  doubt  was  removed  by  the  finds  of  road  metal  in  the  1893  sewerage 
trenches.  (See  O.S.  Namebook  as  already  quoted).  At  Burton  Stone  Lane 
the  modern  road  bears  slightly  northward  but  it  is  possible  that  Clifton  -  Shipton 
Road  -  Rawcliffe  Lane  are  still  on  the  Roman  line.  For  a  find  of  road  metal 
on  Clifton  Green  near  the  fountain  (SE  5932  5303)  is  described  in  a  note  added 
to  the  1893  O.S.  Namebook  entry  already  cited,  probably  in  August,  1929. 
It  is  still  possible  for  there  to  have  been  a  link  road  between  A  and  B  approxi¬ 
mately  along  the  route  suggested  by  Canon  Raine,  but  more  evidence  is  required 
than  the  concrete  foundations  found  in  the  Burr  Dike. 

The  portion  of  street  found  by  S.  N.  Miller  in  the  Blind  School  Gardens 
is  consistent  with  the  evidence  provided  both  by  himself  and  more  recently 
by  the  excavations  in  Museum  Gardens,  that  there  was  a  considerable  area 
of  settlement  from  the  1st  to  the  4th  centuries  on  the  later  site  of  St.  Mary’s 
Abbey,  and  it  need  not  therefore  have  any  connection  with  any  road  from 
without  the  urban  area. 


THE  EXCAVATIONS  AT  ST.  PETER’S  SCHOOL,  1954 

By  J.  N.  T.  Howat 

The  site  of  the  excavation  was  on  the  school  1st  XV  Rugby  Field.  A 
trench,  30  feet  by  4  feet  was  dug  adjacent  to  the  path  leading  to  the  river  and 
across  the  suspected  line  of  the  road,  some  20  feet-north  east  of  the  school 
swimming  baths,  Nat.  grid  reference,  SE  5945  5255. 

The  field  had  been  levelled  about  50  years  ago  and  as  a  result  from  2  to  3 
feet  of  soil  deposited  during  this  operation  had  first  of  all  to  be  removed.  This 
deposit  not  only  contained  17th  and  18th  century  brick  and  tile  fragments 
from  the  kilns  known  to  have  been  near  this  site,  but  a  certain  number  of  Roman 
remains  including  a  fine  trumpet  brooch.  (Fig.  3)

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Evidence  of  both  burials  and  occupation  has  in  the  past  come  from  the 
area  bordering  on  the  upper  part  of  this  held  from  which  presumably  the 
soil  was  removed.  Below  this  upper  soil  and  separated  from  it  by  a  thin  layer 
of  brick  dust,  representing  the  17th  to  18th  century  level  of  the  held,  was  a 
layer  of  black  clayey  soil,  similar  to  the  top  soil,  about  2  feet  thick.  To  the 
N.E.  of  the  trench  this  was  replaced  by  yellow  sandy  soil,  over  the  road. 

Below  the  sandy  soil  was  the  cobbled  surface  of  the  road,  slightly  cambered. 
The  cobbles  were  of  a  medium  size  (up  to  4  ins.  in  diameter),  heaviest  to  the 
S.W.,  and  set  in  a  grey  clay.  A  section  through  the  cobbling  showed  that  it 
was  apparently  only  4  to  5  inches  thick,  but  the  limited  time  available  and  the 
height  of  the  water  table  prevented  the  excavators  reaching  the  sub-soil. 

Irregular  channels  across  the  surface  were  probably  due  to  rainwash.  The 
limit  of  the  road  to  the  N.E.  was  not  determined,  but  at  least  20  feet  of  its 
width  was  uncovered. 

The  whole  feature  was  consistent  with  it  being  part  of  the  road  found  in 
1893  in  Water  End.  The  width  uncovered  compared  with  the  24  feet  of  metal¬ 
ling  found  there  and  the  direction  as  far  as  could  be  judged  in  a  4  foot  trench  ran 
as  was  expected  N.W.  to  S.E.
